Thev 
have set a standard which 
the government hospitals 
have found it difficult to 
emulate. Money was per- 
mitted to be less of a con- 
sideration for Kupat Holim 
than for any other health 
service in Israe!. First there 
must be service — the mo- 
ney would be found — was 
the line followed by Kupat 
Holim directors for many 
years. The policy was one 
which placed enormous 
stress on the people who 
were financially respon- 
sible for Kupat Holim, and 
until the years of mass im- 
migration they survived 
unaided. 


There were several dif- 
ferent, sometimes diver- 
gent, attempts to provide 
the general public with an 
adequate health service in 
Israel]. There was the pure 
and undiluted, unequalled 
hilanthropy of Hadassah. 
he principle on which 
Hadassah hospitals are run 
is simple: faithful women 
members in America give 
money — the money is 
spent in Israel to heal those 
who need help.

Some private hospitals 
in Jerusalem have come 
into being on the same 
principle, though on a far 
lesser scale than Hadassah.
